Related Prior Art 



Corcoran et al. disclose in US Patent Application Publication 
(2004/0223617) filed on 5/08/2003 a Power Line Communication 
Device And Method Of Using The Same. Corcoran et al. disclose a 
Transformer Bypass Device read on a high-frequency bypass filter 
(Fig. lb, Pos. 30) connected in parallel to a transformer (Pos. 
40) between a MV Power Line and VL Power Line to Customer 
Premises. Such bypass filter prevents attenuation of high- 
frequency data signals during a transformation process. Use of 
surge protectors to protect transformers is known in the art, 
nevertheless such surge protectors connected to one or another 
winding of a transformer as it is shown on Figure 1 of US Patent 
5,583,729. None pf Prior Art of the record indicates a high-pass 
filter connected between the input and the at least one output 
of a surge protector allow data signals to bypass the surge 
protector .
